Sources close to the council said failure to reach an im- 
mediate solution of the procedural problem upon which the 
foreign ministers have been deadlocked since Friday night 
might result in indefinite postponement of the proposed peace 
conference.

The Inflation Threat 


Coincidental with the termina- 
tion of OPA in the United States 
comes the announcement trat the 
cost of living index has riser 


S@ppreciably in Canada. Tre lat- 
ter is not directly the result 

f the former, (although Ameri- 
can prices do influence Cana 
dian prices) but indicates, 
ratner, a parallel trend in botn 
countries, cause and effect in 
such matters being similar on 
each side of the line. 

Thus, while the Canadian in 
gqex rose 1.2 points during April 
and another 2 points during May 
to bring it to 124 points as of 
June 1, prices in the United 
States, since OPA died a natural 
death, nave soared to fantastic 


proportions. 

Tne trend over 
tinent is upward. But while Can- 
adian prices hav risen moder- 
ately during April and May and 
still more during June under 
price control, American prices 
have risen exorbitantly witnout 
it. 

Tne whole story points tne 
inescapable moral that price 
control is absolutely essential 
for the maintenance of nousehold 
economy. 
certainly get the worst and most 
bitter kind of inflation unless 
@ reasonable price control is 
kept in operation. 

Tnere is stiil 
to be learned from the 
American on. And 
that price control must 
tinuous if it is to be effective. 
The orgiastic increases featur- 
ing the present American market 
mot only represent a disastrous 
economic interlude but will im- 


measurably enhance the difficul- 
ties of enforcing control if 
and when such legislation is 
reimposed. 

Once the situation is out of 
hand, as it is now in the States 
remedial legislation will either 
be of a patchwork nature or so 
stringent as to be completely 
unenforceable. 

It must now be clear to Ot- 
tawa that the indefinite main- 
tenance of Canadian controls is 


an urgent necessity if the wel- 
fare of Canadian families is to 
be protected.

Uranium Controls 


As one of the chief producers 
ef uranium, Canada will be spec- 
ially interested in the plan of 
international control recently 
proposed by the American repre- 
sentative on the United Nations 
atomic energy coumission. 

It calls for very strict in- 
ternational control of all pos- 
sources of atomic energy 
to be exercised by the proposed 
United Nations atomic authority. 
The authority would have the 
exclusive ownership of all na- 
tural resources of uranium and 
thorium, the only fissionable 
materials so far known to exist 
in nature, and would supervise 
their mining and processing. 

It would also own all facili- 
ties for the production of arti- 
ficial atomic materials, such 
as plutonium and U-235. The pro- 
Guction of nuclear energy for 
industrial purposes--if and when 
that ever becomes feasible-- 
would likewise come under its 
supervision. Its representatives 
would nave the further right to |

BRITAIN'S POWER PROBLEM 
Rv Basil Dean 


LONDON 

Like most other commodities 
in Britain, electricity is 
scarce. The scarcity is of two 
kinds: Tne first, a short-term 
factor, is the deficiency of 
present power supplies to meet 
increased current demands, es- 
pecially in the bigger cities, 
and the inadequacy of present 
main power lines; the second, 
and more serious factor, is the 
persistence of wide rural areas 
which have no electricity at all 
and little immediate prospect of 
getting any. 

The first factor will be re- 
moved in the normal course of 
events by the arrival of more 


plentiful coal and fuel oil sup- 
plies, nich will permit genera- 
tion of more kilowatt-hours, and 


by the freeing of vital mater- 
and labor for erection of 
more power lines. 

But the second is going to 
‘far longer to remove, by 
reason of the heavy capital out- 
lays and low potential returns 
involved. And the existence of 
this factor nas previded the 
Labor government With its strong- 
est argument for expropriating 
the 577 separate undertakings 
which now supply Britain with 
electric power, and for amalga- 
mating them into a single state 
monopoly. It proposes to prepare 
in the next session of parliament 
fhe Socialists' main com- 
plaint is that privately-owned 
power supply companies have 
tended to confine their opera- 
tions to the larger cities where 
highly concentrated populations 
and short transmission lines 
nave offered the greatest op- 
portunities for profits while, 
at the same time, neglecting the 
great rural areas, particularly

hundred kilowatts of obsolete 
D.C. current. 

Quite apart from these defi- 
ciences, Britain as a whole is 
seriously underpowered. Two-
